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Romans 3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus: 1 Corinthians 1:30 But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, who of God is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and 
sanctification, and redemption: Galatians 3:13 Christ hath redeemed us 
from the curse of the law, being made a curse for us: for it is written, 
Cursed is every one that hangeth on a tree: Galatians 4:4-5 But when 
the fulness of the time was come, God sent forth his Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, To redeem them that were under the law, 
that we might receive the adoption of sons. Ephesians 1:7 In whom we 
have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, according to 
the riches of his grace; Titus 2:14 Who gave himself for us, that he 
might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works. Hebrews 9:12 Neither by the blood of 
goats and calves, but by his own blood he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal redemption for us. 1 Peter 1:18-19 
Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; But with the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without spot: Revelation 5:9 And they sung a 
new song, saying, Thou art worthy to take the book, and to open the 
seals thereof: for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and tongue, and people, and nation;

1) Leviticus 25:25 If thy brother be waxen poor, and hath sold 
away some of his possession, and if any of his kin come to 
redeem it, then shall he redeem that which his brother sold. 


2) John 1:14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father,) full of grace and truth. 

3) Philippians 2:7 But made himself of no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of 
men: 

4) Ephesians 3:20 Now unto him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, Hebrews 7:25 Wherefore he is able 
also to save them to the uttermost that come unto God by him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. 


5) Romans 8:3 For what the law could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh: Our flesh is a 
next of kin but it in no way could save us. Only Jesus through the 
redemption price of the Cross could redeem us! 
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1) 1 Peter 2:9 But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, 
an holy nation, a peculiar people; that ye should shew forth the 
praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: Titus 2:14 Who gave himself for us, that he 
might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good works.
